Origin of Gloves.

It is not known when gloves were 
first invented, but they are very an- 
cient. The first clear account of them 
comes from Xenophon, where the writ- 
er speaks of the Persians wearing them 
to protect their hands from _ cold. 
Homer describes Laertes working in 
his garden with gloves to protect his 
hands from thorns, and Varro mentions 
the wearing of gloves by the Romans. 
Gloves have long had a symbolic 
| meaning. In the eleventh century came 
| the castom of throwing down a glove 
les a challenge, and gloves were early 
| used in church rites. They were not 
‘worn by women until after the Refor- 
| mation. In preparing the leather for 
'gloves it had to be “fulled” with a 
| peculiar kind of clay, to lend it soft- 
ness and flexibility, and this was a 
trade the secret of which was guarded 
for many years. The men who knew 
‘this trade were called fullers, and thus 
the proper name of Fuller came into 
existence.

MISS WILLIAMS’ WORK 
ATTRACTING ATTENTION 


One of the enterprising women of the 
south is Miss Belle Williams, of Colum- 
bia, S. C., who has devoted her fine en- 
ergies during the past three years to 
the difficult task of arousing public in- 
terest in the beautifying of her home 


City. 

Columbia is a growing manufacturing 
city, the center of large cotton manufac- 
turing interests. The Olympia, said to 
be the most extensive cotton mill in the 
world, is locatedthere. It employs thou- 
pands of people, and Columbia is filling 
up rapidly with an industrial community, 
whose attention is not easy to gain for 
@nything of the esthetic order. 

Miss Williams has succeeded in stirring 
up popular interest in a more beautiful 
city through original and effective meth- 
ode. First she got the people together 
end organized a flourishing Civic Im- 
provement League. This league was im- 
mediately instrumental in the drafting, 
introduction and passage of an ordinance 
creating the tree and park commission 
of Columbia. They at once assumed the 
care of the heautiful old trees which are 
Columbia's chief natural beauty. Then 
flower seeds were distributed and prizes 
offered for the best results., A medal 
@nd two prizes were offered annually for 
the three best compositions by public 
school children on some civic improve- 
ment subject. This was followed up 
by illustrated talks. 

The latest effort of the league, led by 
Miss Williams, has been the procuring 
and publication of a comprehensive plan 
for the improvement of the city along 
scientific lines. A group of expert land- 
ecape artists were brought to Columbia, 
and the results of their exhaustive study 
‘ds presented in drawings of the proposed 
improvements, which is immensely valu- 
able to other cities, having the same 
problem to meet.

of which it seems Columbia as yet has 
none, and the regulation of streets and 
all buildings to conform to ideals of 
artistic appearance. 

The plan, as outlined, shows plainly 
that under Miss Williams’ initiative, the 
state of South Carolina will boast 4 
beautiful capital before another decade 
has passed. 

A recent magazine says, in speaking 
of Miss Williams’ work: 

“In southern states women are also 
alert. In’ Columbia, South Carolina, a 
Civic Improvement League exists of 
which a woman is president. Active 
measures are in progress to reclaim 
Columbia to its natural beauty in a 
systematic manner well worthy of imi- 
tation. Public meetings held fm the in- 
terest of clean streets; plants distributed 
through the plant exchange, a beginning 
made toward parking tnree blocks of 
one of the prominent streets, with lec- 
tures on the care and preservation of 
the city’s trees, and ihe value of 
beauty to a city in addition to weekly 
letters in the city press combine prac- 
tical achievements with a campaign of 
education comprising their first years 
work. 

This year the same lines have been 
continued, but the society's most stren- 
uous efforts nave been toward raising 
money to pay for a report and general 
plan for the future development of the 
city along artistic lines. 

Kelsey and Gould, landscape architects 
of Boston, Massachusetts, have drawn 
up an elaborate report upon “The Im- 
provement of Columbia, South Carolina, 
for the civic league of that city. This 
report, illustrated from maps, photo- 
graphs and designs, provides a very 
comprehensive plan for the beautifica- 
tion of Columbia, by means of park ex- 
tension, tree planting, street improve- 
ment, etc. It is of great interest for the 
reason that it is the first report of he 
kind ever prepared for a southern city.

ACTIVITIES OF WOMEN 


IN ORGANIZED EFFORT 


In an interview a western newspaper 
of recent publication, a woman, who 
had never been an active member in 
any woman's organigation, condemned 
women’s clubs in a wholesale fashion, 
and questioned what good women in 
organized effort had accomplished. 

She went so far as to claim that in- 
terest in woman's clube was dying ov’, 
and that there was little doing now in 
that direction. , 

It seems absurd -to quo’e even from 
such senseless and useless members of 
the very useful sex, yet this very wom- 
an’s disapproval gives one the opportu- 
nity to draw attention to the fact that 
the club movement is rapidly getting 
rid of the snob class who réally went 
into the work because they believed it 
to be the fad of the moment or be- 
cause they thought that through it they 
might attain some social prestige, which 
their lack of representative qualities, 
one way or the other, had failed to se- 
cure for them previously. 

The «ruth 
gan to work in organized effort it was 
a novelty to them, as well as to the 
press, and undue notoriety was given 
to organizations and individual leaders. 
Many useless organizations were form- 
ed, apd there may have been a time 
when the real active, earnest workers 
among women felt aggrieved and  dis- 
couraged that through the indiseretion 
of some members, the vain glory of 
others, and the lack of real earnestness 
of purpose in others, entire organiza- 
tions were momentarily weakened. 


Period of Adolescence Over. 

But the period of adolescence {s over; 
the garden has been weeded out,. and 
the women of earnest purpose have 
Strongly taken ithe stang that thetr or- 
ganizations are not clearing houses for 
social recruits. 

The work now required of individual 
women in organized effort admits of lit- 
tle time for social life in a separated 
sense, and there doubtless has been a 
falling off of membership—a riddance 
of the drones. 

One has only to take the women of 
Georgia a8 an example of activity in 
organized effort, for even during the 
Summér months are innumerable stories 
of their fhkotorship in state and muni- 
cipal movements. Their cooperation is 
continually solicited.

Another recent expression of women 
in organized effort was through the an- 
nouncement made by the Young Wo- 
man's Christian Association of the es- 
tablishment under ¢heir auspices of a4 
woman's exchange, an institution which 
will prove of state as wel] as local im- 
port to women desiring to dispose of 
their arts and crafts and handiwork of 
any kind. 

The exchange in one department will 
have everything in the nature of wome- 
en's handiwork. from the most intri- 
cate embroidery, lacework, hemstitch- 
ing, rolling and whipping, braiding, 
etc., to the most durable kinds of 
Plain sewing Especially will chil- 
dren's garments be featured, and bed- 
room linens. 

Under the head of culinary art there 
will be on sale and by order, all kinds 
of eatables, including plain’ breads, 
rolls and beaten biscnits, cakes of all 
kinds, salads, fancy dishes for iunch- 
eons or dinners or larger entertain- 
ments, deserts of varied kinds, <alads, 
aspics, jellies, preserves, pickles, cheese 
and all the delicacies that can only 
be made by expert hands. 

Decorative art will be encouraged by 
a department to be devoted to place 
cards of. all kinds, souvenirs for 
luncheons or dinners, menu cards, and 
all sorts of fancy articles, suitable for 
prizes or gifts. 

Resides the articles that will be on 
sale, or to order, there will be a bu- 
reau of information pertaining to 
Plain sewing in the way of underwear, 
children's clothing, etc. 

Patrons of the exchange desiring 
work done which they cannot purchase 
at the exchange will be directed to 
women fully competent to do it. 

The membership fee of the exchange 
is $1, and any one can get informa-

In order to become a member of the 
greatest patriotic society in the world 
—namely the Daughters of the American 
Revolution—one must be a lineal de- 
scendant of a soldier who fought in that 
war. 

Now, the question is, what is a lineal 
descendant? Is it one of the same 
blood? 

No, by no means. I cannot make it 
clearer. than to illustrate from the Bible. 
“And Ram begat Aninadab; and Anina- 
dab begat Nahshon; and Nahshon begat 
Salma: and Salma begat Boaz; and 
Boaz begat Obed; and Obed begat Jesse; 
and so on to the end. There you have 
lineal descendants. There you have a 
Olean-cut, direct lineage, which runs 
back to Jacob. 

So then, in making out a lineage, you 
must begin with your father, and go 
backwards, to his father, ang his father, 
and so on until you reach a soldier of 
the revolution. 

Or, beginning with your mother, fol- 
low the same rule. Go back to one of 
her ‘‘great-greats,’’ unti] you reach the 
Same result. Either parent—father or 
mother—sitands for a lineage. 

There is a difference between a line- 
| age, and a genealogy, but this belongs 
to another chapter. 

There is a great deal] of ridicule almed 
at the fad for genealogy and ancestry, 
because many women make themselves 
ridiculous on the subject. Nevertheless, 
everybody is hunting around for them; 
those who ridicule in public, pray in 
private, for ancestors; it has come to 
be a’necessity; you have got to have 
ancestors, whether you want them or 
not. 

And, though we do not mean it that 
way, in the end we are performing & 
duty, not to fashionable society, but to 
socialogy, to science, and to humanity. 
Therefore, it behooves every one to be 
honest and to know really what a direct 
or lineal descendant is. 

Look to the Jews, how they cling to 
lineage, how sacred it is to them: how 
they are scattered over the earth, with- 
out a head, a nation, or a government,

Tombstone Resident Had Remark- 
able Capacity for Chaice Drinks. 


(From The Chicago Inter Ocean.) 

“FOR SALE—Long established, high-class 
cocktail route; only route of its kind in the 
southwest; satisfaction guaranteed to  pur- 
chaser or money refundea. Price $200. 
ply to Ike White, care of Pete Brandel’s 
saloon.’’ 

A party from Arizona stood on Wabash 
avenue the other afternoon and, looking up 


for an efficient landscape, 


and down the street and at the line of ‘'buf- 
fets’’ that extended a» far as the eye could 
reach, sighed and fingered the clipping which 
is reprinted. 

“You may think it looks like a josh,"’ 
White, referring to the clipping from 
Tombstone Prospector, ‘‘but it ain't. That 
cocktail route was the finest and the largest 
in the southwest.’’ He looked up and down 
Wabash again. ‘‘They call ‘em buffets here, 
I see, but I guess it’s anout the same thing, 
with a brass footrail and the mahogany top, 
eh? Anyway, I wouldn't care much to é6s- 
tablish a route along here. I'm 
couldn't finish ft in one day.’’ 

Mr. White then elucidated a route of the 
cocktail variety. His early struggies in 
Tombstone appear to have been more or less 
peculiar. He went there tn the early ‘'80s. 
and even at that period was not a very great 
admirer of hard toil. He began by scrubbing 
out saloons. And then there developed the 
trait that made him famous in Arizona. That 
was a fondness for cowktails. Where Sage- 
brush Sam and Alkali aoe were wont to take 
theirs straight, or, at Teast, with only a dash 
of water, Ike had a fondness for the mixed 
variety. In lieu of his pay he used to say 
to the bartender: ‘‘Gimme a Manhattan,’’ 
Om a vermouth, or a Martini, or whatever 
particular brand of cocktail he craved at 
that particular time. 

As time passed Ike agort of quit the work 
proposition as a side line and devoted him- 
self exclusively to cocktails. He. found, he 
Says, that he must give up one or the other, 
and, following the precept, ‘‘if drink inter- 
feres with your business, quit business,’’ he 
Mapped out his route and stuck to it. 

Thus Ike became a *tocal character. He 
made the rounds of 20 or more saloons in 
Tombstone and at each stop the bartender set 
up a cocktatl <As years passed it was as 
much the duty of every bartender to’ give 
Ike a cocktail each morning as it was to 
sweep; out the saloon. wnen a new man 
was installed the proprietor immediately gave 
him instructions to give Ike a cocktall every 
morning when he called, and for more than 
15 years Ike never failed in his duty in vis- 
sy every place on his route every morn- 
ng. 

Thus Ike’s cocktall rofute became famous 
throughout the southwest. Other men tried 
to duplicate the route in other towns, but 
were unsuccessful. Finally, last spri 
decided that he had outgrown, + lier deco 
Years before, when his capacity was smalier,.

One morning the town of Tombstone was 
startled to see the advertisement guoted here 
appear in the columns of The Tombstone 
Prospector. 

The whole territory of Arizona commented 
on the strange offer and speculated on its re- 
sult.. For-a time it seemed that Ike had 
a route on his hands tNat was not saleable, 
but about a month ago an answer came from 
one Joe Casson, of Tucson. 

“It was worth all Joe Casson paid me,’’ 


averred Cocktail Ike, in speaking of the trans- 
action. “You can say wnat you like, but 
Tombstone is sure the home of the cocktail. 
Some of these cocktails I’ve had east have 
been pretty tame. They ain't got what you'd 
call the proper tang to ’em. Pete Brande’s 
bartender used to put up one he called the 
‘Ike Bender,’ named after me. What was in 
it? Well, I don’t just know, but it was none 
of these molly-coddle things that you get 
here with nothin’ {nm and a cherry on top. No, 
sir. Added to a little red eye and vermouth 
and an extra dash of angostura, there was 
the essence of the cactus plant. Cactus 
plants are the cheapest things itn Arizona: 
you can g0 out and collect all you want of 
‘em and nobody cares. Well. a fellow in 
Tombstone got a scheme and managed to ex- 
tract the essence of the cactus, and es a 
relish for cocktA&ile—well, it can’t be de- 
scribed. Those Mexicans down there have 
something they call mes@ea] that they get out 
of cactus, but it ain't what you'd call a re- 
fined drink.

‘Ike, I've got brand this 
morning,’ or ‘Hello, Ike; "ad you like to 
try a gasoline cocktail toda¥®?” And they'd 
put it together and I'd sam it and pass 
an opinion... I've tried ont mo drinks than 
anybody who ever lived

London, September |4.—After all, Hall 
Caine is not going to be “out of it,’ 
next season, at least so far as the thea. 
ter is concerned. It looked as if he 
would be, a while ago, when Cecil 
Raleigh and Henry Hamilton were com- 


= | missioned to write the Drury Lane melo- 
}drama, which the Manxman has provided 


of late, but in spite of being thus su- 
perseded at ‘‘‘the Lane,’’ Hall Caine 
evidently is going to have his full share 
of prominence in the theatrical world. 
Possibly, in fact, a little more than 
his share, for, as no one knows better 
than he, the best way to get talked 
about is to shock people, and it appears 
that there are to be some very Warm 
passages and scenes in the new version 
of his play, ‘‘The Christian,’’ which 18 
to be put on at the London “‘Lycéum” 
sometime near the middle of September. 
“The Christian!’ you will say. “but 
what does anybody mean by producing 
‘The Christian’ at this late day? Be it 


explained, then, that there is ample rea- 
son for reviving this best of all the 


Manxman’s stage pieces in London, since 
it has not previously had a fair chance 
here. Frohman produced it, it is true, at 
the ‘Duke of York's, soon after fhe play 
made its big success in the United 
States, but that theatre is tiny and quite 
unsulted to spectacular melodrama and 
the actors chosen to present “‘The Chris- 
tian’’ were used to plays of the Pinero 
and Jones order. Result, little enthu- 
siasm among playgoers over John Storm 
and Glory Quayle and a brief career for 
the plece. 

But the Lyceum !s another matter. 
Irving’s old theatre is big enough for 
practically any production and the com- 
pany that scored one big success iast 
season with “Her Love Against the 
World,” and another recently with “The 
Midnight: Wedding,” is exactly the 
right one for a Hall Caine piece. So 1° 
probably was a bright idea on the part 
of the Lyceum management, when 100a- 
ing around for an attraction for the 
coming autumn, to approach the Manx- 
man for permission to revive “The 
Christian.’’ As it happened, moreover, 
they found him prepared not only to give 
the desired authorization, but to re-write 
the whole piece on new and startling 
lines, and the result, as already hinted, 
is a coming ‘“‘production’’ which is like- 
ly to make London sit up ,and perhaps 
do a little gasping for breath. 

For this time Hall Caine has taken 
his courage—or perhaps his audacity—in 
both hands, and gone in for some iain 
speaking on an infinitely delicate sub- 
ject which he says always has moved 
him deeply. That subject is the “‘laiien 
woman,’’—‘the woman 
world’—as the dramatist calls her, #nd 
one object of his play is to show who 
this woman is, where she comes from 
and how she is created. It is like Mr. 
Caine to do this ‘fearlessly’ and | hta’ 
that some members of the Lyceum com- 
pany were a bit startled when they were 
handed their “lines.” 

However, the censor has “passed’’ the 
new version of “The Christian,” so it 
is evident that its author has kewt w) 
bounds. There is just a chance, 
that audiences here may be mildly amus- 
ed instead of shocked by Ital «4 
who has not contended himself with de. 
nouncing a social evil, but has ventured 
to suggest a remedy. 

And very extraordinary this remedy. is! 
So extraordinary and ‘Hall Caine-esque’ 
that I beg leave to describe it in tne 
author’s own words, as put into the 
mouth of one of the principal characters 
jn his rewritten drama. When this 
somewhat visionary person is asked 
what he would do to meet the tragedy 
of the fallen woman in a practical way, 
he replies: 

“] would establish and maintain 6&

the rich men for thefr millions that 4 
might build, or lease, or rent the largest 
and the finest mansion that would serve 
for that purpose. I should place it face 
to face with the soul markets which 1 
expect to destroy. If these places are 
gorgeous, my home should be golden. if 
they blaze with electric light and draw 
moths to their flare by musie and sing- 
ing and dancing. so should mine. There 
should be no difference between their 
houses and my house, save one—theirs 
should be the devil’s and mine should be 
God's.”’ 

Such is the amazing institution tnat 
Hall Caine has in mind, and his ideas 
for its organization are even more as- 
tonishing. 

“All this is a woman's movement.” his 
character goes on to declare, “and 1 
should have members of their sex in 
charge of it. I should call the idle wo8)- 
en from their boudoirs, and the women 
of fashion and frivolity ‘from their 
card tables, and race courses, and reg- 
taurants to take their turns fn the re- 
fuge, that would be open night and day. 
And, having so started my social cru- 
sade, with the rich man’s millions by the 
aid of the best women, but without ex- 
pectation of any help from parliament, I 
should try to put the right man at the 
head of it. 

“The man I want at the head of my 
crusade must be a young man without a 
stain on his escutcheon. Wel! born, wel] 
taught, well nurtured, with the heart 
of a lion and the soul of a god. A noble- 
man ,!if possible, that no lady of rank 
may be unwilling to serve under his 
banner; a gentleman, that no Poor girl 
may be afraid to come to him in her 
trouble; a man, tha¢ pe bully may brow- 
beat him without dread of being kicked 
into the street; a martyr, perhaps, that 
no failure can frighten, no ingratitude 
dishearten, and no temptation gainsay.’’ 

What say you to that? “A dream, an 
idle, perhaps a mischievous dream’’ is 
the comment of another character in 
“The Christian,”’ but one fears even less 
sympathetic comments than that will be 
made upon the Manxman’s prosopals, 
The frivolous are numerous in the land 
and Mr. Caine is likely to divert more 
people than he shocks, or even sets pon- 
dering. That “young nobleman,” now, 
“well born, well taught, well nurtured 
with the heart of a lion and the soul 
of a god.’ I think I hear the irrever- 
ent making merry over him! 

“Shocking,” or unintentionally amus- 
ing, however, ‘“‘The Christian’ is pretty 
sure to make talk, and if its author 
hasn't managed to extract all the dramg 
from his play in the process of “moraliz. 
ing 4t’’ a big success at the Lyceum is 
possible. It remains to be seen, how- 
ever, if the transmogrified “Unristian’ 
will be thought worthy of a production 
on the other side of the Atlantic.

THE INDIANA UNIONS WILL ENTER 
POLITICS. 


The ‘Indiana State Federation of Labor 
at its annual convention, to he held at 
Muncie September 23 to 26, will consid- 
er and probably adopt a plan for politi- 
cal action by the organized workers of 
the state. The plan, according to a state- 
ment made by Edgar <A. Perkins, presi- 
dent of the state federation, provides for 
a state committee of approximately 7,500 
union men. This committee is to work 
incessantly for the nomination and 
election of men to the state legislature 
and congress who will give legislation 
demanded by organized labor. Along the 
line of national! legisiation, the labor po- 
litical forces of Indiana will make their 
Principal fight for an anti-injunction 
law and an eight-hour law. 

The State plan of organization will fol- 
low the lines already laid down by the 
Indianapolis Central Labor Union. That 
body has chosen a committee of five to 
look after its political interests. It is 
proposed that each local union in the 
State shall appoint a committee of five 
members, and that these committees sha'! 
work together to secure labor legisla- 
tion by the election of friendly members 
‘of the law-making bodies. There are 
over |,500 local unions in Indiana. There- 
fore, if each union appoints five mem- 
bers the total strength of the labor com- 
mittee will exceed 7,500. 


PAUR YIELDS TO UNION. 

When the famous Pittsburg orchestra 
assembles for its first concert in Octo- 
ber, every musician will have to pro- 
duce his union card before he is per- 
mitted to take part in the symphonies 
which have made the orchestra one of 
the greatest in the United States. 
Emil Paur, 
the organization, has given wp _ all 
thought of importing musicians from Eu- 
rope. The American Federation of Mu- 
Sicians had threatened to declare a 
strike among the present musicians of 
the orchestra, if foreign men were im- 
ported.

INCREASING IN GREAT 


BRITAIN. 


According to the monthly memoran- 
dum prepared by the labor departmen’ 
of the London board of trade there is a 
considerable increase in the wages of 
British workmen for the summer months 
of this year as compared with the same 
period of 1906. For example, there was 
a net weekly rise in wages for July of 
over $60,000. 

The unemployed returns varied slight- 
ly from those of last year, the variation 
being favorable to the present year. There 
were 273 unions which made returns, 
and these showed an aggregate member- 
ship of 631.158. These figures go to 
show that the collection of labor statis- 
itics in Emgiland is more. thoroughly 
done than with us, and the British 
unions appear to pay more attention to 
such matters than is shown by American 
unions. 

The changes in wages reported In July 
affected 199,900 workers, of whom 199,- 
600 received advances and 300 sustained 
decreases. Those whose wages were in- 
creased included 110,000 coal miners in 
Scotland and 38,000 in Northumberland 
country, 20,000 iron puddlers and mill- 
men and 10,000 blast furnacemen.

LENA ASHWELL TO PRODUCE) 


AMERICAN PLAYS IN LONDON 


Special Cable. 

Lendon, September i4.—Lena  Ash- 
well, who was taken ill last sea- 
son while pkaying “The Shulamite”’ 
in Amerca, and obliged to “can- 
cel what remained of her tour, 
tells me she is anxious to make another 
trip across the water before long. When 
she goes back again, however, she hopes 
to head her own company and be her 
own manager, and before attempting this 
in the United States she proposes to 
have another try for What are Known 
as ‘‘stellar honors’ in her own country. 

This determination of Miss Ashwell's 
indicates persistence, at all events, for 
no less than three former attempts of 
hers in a similar direction have ended 
in comparative failure. The firat of 
these was made nearly four years ago} 
or just after the actress's really prodig- 
ious success as the heroine in ‘Mrs. 
Dane's Defence.’’ Encouraged by the 
plaudits that then were showered upon 
her, Miss Ashwell took a well Known 
London playhouse and there produced 
a new and ambitious play espécially 
written for her by the author of “Mes. 
Dane,’ Henry Arthur Jones. Unluck- 
fly, however, “‘Chance, the Idol,” as it 
was called, did not appeal to the pub- 
lic here and was withdrawn after a 
comparatively few performances. 

Undaunted, the actress had another 
try, though not in London this time. 
She acquired from Michael Morton an 
adaptation of one of Rejane's success- 
es and put it on in the provinces, but 
the fates were again unpropitious and 
the actress was obliged to abandon for 
a time her dreams of “management.” It 
was only for a time, however, for after 
playing a long engagement and making 
a big hit in “Leah Klieschna” at the 
New theater, Miss Ashwell had yet an- 
other go on her own hook. This time 
the scene of her experiment was the 
Savoy, where Mrs, Brown Potter nad 
just come to grief, and evidently there 
was a hoodoo in permanent residence at 
this playhouse, for ‘“‘Ninon de ]'Enclos,”’ 
the costume drama by Clo Graves, 
which Miss Ashwell put on did not last 
more than a fortnight. 

With “The Shulamite’” her luck was 
a trifie better, but Londoners, li«e 
Americans, found the piece too gloomy 
and the speedy substitution of a happy 
ending for the original “inevitable” did 
not help matters much. According to 
all acgounts, the new play in which 
Lena Ashwell will first try her luck at 
the Kingsway in October is not of much 


lighter texture, its heroine being an- 
other ill-used wife. “Irene Wycherley, ' 
the new plece is called, and at present 
its authoress prefers to be anonymous. 
Nor can more than a suggestion of the 
story be disclosed, though it is satd to 
be of some power. Early in the Play 
the heroine is forced to leave her hus- 
band, owing to his brutality. Later an 
accident brings the two together with 
results that lead to a tragic denouement. 
That {fs all that will be known regard- 
ing “Irene Wycherley” until the first 
night. 

Should it not please, however, an Amer- 
ican play will be resorted to immediate- 
ly. Miss Ashwell acquired the English 
rights to two while in the United States, 
‘Clothes’ and ‘“‘The Undercurrent,’ and 
expects to present Both at the Kings- 
way, though trusting that neither wiél 
tbe needed at the outset. This the- 
atre, by the way, was built by W. S. 
Penley with money made out of “The 
Private Secretary’ and ‘‘Charley'’s Aunt’ 
and up to now has proved a white ele- 
phant. Hitherto it has been known as 
the ‘“‘Great Queen Street theatre,’’ from 
the thoroughfare in which it stands, 
»and perhaps a new name and the re- 
garnishing which it is receiving at the 
hands of its coming Manageress may 
prove effective in changing the luck. I 
doubt, however, if even a big London 
success would dissuade Miss Ashwell 
from making a speedy return visit to the 
United States, so enthusiastic is sne 
over the reception extended to her last 
year. She is quite recovered from her 
illness, by the way, and ready for hard 
work. 

Of new attractions in the way of mu- 
sical comedy there ig little talk, at 
present, chiefly because the ones at 
present on view in the metropolis aré 
such thumping successes. These number 
only three, it is true—‘“rhe Merry 
Widow” at Daly's, ‘‘The Girls of Gotten- 
burg’ at the Gaiety, and ‘“‘Miss Hook of 
Holland” at the Prince of Wales, but 
all are coining money and their pro- 
ducers are not worrying about succes- 
sors. On the 2ist, however, another 
cagdidate for favor is coming along 
with the fascinating title of ‘‘The Three 
Kisses.”” It is by Leedham Banteck 
and Howard Talbot, whose “WhHite 
Chrysanthemum” succeeded both in Lon- 
don and at home and will be given at 
the Apollo, where the musical comedy 
version of “Tom Jones’’ recently finished 
its run. The cast, including Walter 
Passmore, the old Savoyard and Ethel 


Irving, is a strong one, and should make 


for success. So you are likely to have 
“The Three Kisses’”’ in America in due 
time. 

Henry de Vries, who plays all but one 
of the eight or nine characters in tne 
pocket drama, “A Case of Arson,’ is 
hopelessly outclassed by an actress, 
Signorina Fatima Miris, who is now 
creating a sensation on the Italian 
stage. Single-handed, she has produced 
“The Geisha,” representing herself ail 
the fifteen principal parts, and changing 
her costume {75 times. Her perform- 
ance lasts three hours, and at no time is 
she off the stage for more than ten seé€c- 
onds. She has a marvelous voice and 
can sing soprano, alto, tenor and bari- 
tone.

This university has been in exfstence 
for aimost a thousand years. It was

By a re- 
cent census it was found that over fif- 
ty thovsand of these boys could re- 
cite a good part of the Mohammedan 
bible, and that forty-five hundred had 
memorized the whole from beginning 
to end. Another -forty-five hundred 


were able to recite one-half of it from 
meinory, while thirty-eight hundred 
could correctly give three-fourths of it.

The education in this university ts al- 
most altogether Mohammedan. Its cur-

Within the 
past few years there have been attemp'ts

and that with our vast population we 
have not fifty thousand boys who can 
recite even one book of our Bible from 
memory and not mispronounce a word. 
The Mohammedans revere their bible 
quite as much as we do ours. While it 
is being read they will not allow it to 
lie upon the floor, and no one may read 
or touch it without first washing him- 
self. It is written in Arabic and its 
style is considered a model. They be- 
that it was revealed by God to 
Mohammed, and that it is eternal. It 
was not written at the first, but was 
entirely committed to memory, and it 
is in that way that it is still. taught 
to a large extent. I understand that 
the present khedive can recite the most 
of it. During my interview with his 
father, Tewfik Pasha, he told me that 
he could begin at the back and by 
memory alone recite the Koran clear to 
the beginning. The better classes of 
Mohammedans have beautiful copies of 
tnis book.

My way led through the streets of 
the barbers. There were a number of 
them working on the heads of the stu- 
dents. The barbers made them kneel 
down to be shaved, and I saw one or 
two lying with their heads in the laps 
of the men who were shaving them. 
The barbers used no paper, wiping the 
shavings on the faces of their victims 
instead: At the end they gave the 
head, face and ears a good washing. 

As I approached the entrance of the 
university I saw many young, long- 
gowned, turbaned men, with their 
books under their arms, standing about 
and some carrying manuscripts in and 
out. Each student has his shoes in his 
hand when he enters-the gates, and I 
was made to put a pair of slippers 
over my boots before I went in. The 
slippers were of yellow sheepskin and 
a turbaned servant tied them on with 
red strings. 


Mohammedan Students at Work. 


Entering the gate I came into a great 
stone-flagged court, upon which the 
study halls of this university face. The 
court was surrounded by arcades up- 
held by marble pillars, and in the ar- 
cades and in the immense rooms be- 
yond were thousands upon thousands 
of students. They sat in groups on the 
floor, listening to the professors. who 
were lecturing on various subjects, 
swaying back and forth as they sang 
out their words of wisdom. Some of 
the groups were studying aloud, and 
altogether the confusion was as great 
as that at the Tower of Babel when the 
tongues of the builders wére changed. 
There were at least 5,0u0 men, all talk- 
ing at once, and some, it seemed to 
me, were shouting at the tops of their 
voices. I had many unfriendly looks 


and narrowly escaped being mobbed 
when I took snapshots of the profes- 
sors and students at work under the 
bright sun which beat down upon the 
court. The inmates of this school are 
among the most fanatical of the Mo- 
hammedans, and I have since learned 
that the Christian who moves among 
them is in danger of personal violence. 

I spent some time in this university, 
going from hall to hall and making 
notes. In one section I found a class 
of blind boys who were learning the 
Koran, and I am told that they are 
more fanatical than any of the others. 
In another place I saw forty Persians 
listening to a professor. They were 
sitting on the ground, and the profes- 
sor himself sat flat on the floor with 
his bare feet doubled up under him. I 
could see his yellow toes sticking out

There is no charge for tuition and the 
poor and the rich are on much the same 
level. Many of the undergraduates are 
partially supported by the university, 
and it is no disgrace to be without 
meney. Some of the students and pro- 
fessors live in the university. They sleep 
in the school rooms, where they study or 
teach, lying down upon the mats and 
covering themselves with their blankets. 
They eat there, and there are peddlers 
who bring in food and sell it to them. 
Their diet is plain, a bowl of bean so0Up 
and a cake of pounded grain, tagether

buy the university gives food, 900 loaves 
of bread being supplied without Charge 
to needy students every day. 

As I passed through the halls I saw 


some of the boys mending their clothes, 
and others spreading their wash out in 
the sun to dry. They did not seem 
ashamed of their poverty and I saw 
much to admire. 

The professors serve for nothing and 
support themselves by teaching in pri- 
vate houses or by reading the prayer at 
the mosques. It is considered a great 
honor to be a professor here; and the 
most leagned men of the Mohammedan 
world are glad to lecture in the E- 
Azhar without reward. In fact the only 
man about the institution who receives 
a salary is the president, who has (0,- 
000 piasters a year. This seems Much 
until one knows that the pilaster is Only 
5 cents and that it takes this many of 
them to make $500. 

I asked as to the governmem of tne 
university, and was told it had a prin- 
cipal and under professors. All students 
are under the direct control of the unl- 
versity, and if they misbehave owtside 
its walls the police hand them over to 
the collegiate authorities for punish- 
ment. The students are exempt [Irom 
military service, and it is said that

Bducation in Egypt. 

This university has but little to do 
with the great movement of modern ¢eu- 
ucation which is now going on in Egypt. 
It is rather religious than educational, 
and the live, active’ educational forces 
outside it are two. One of these is the 
United Presbyterian Church and its mis- 
aioh school, of which I will write later, 
when I visit their college at Assiout, 
about three hundred miles farther up tne 
Nile. valley, and the other is the govern- 
ment, directed by the British, who are 
collecting the taxes and administerling 
all matters of importance in Hgypt to- 
dey. In addition to these there are 
about one thousand schools supporved 
by the Copts, who, by the way, are the 
most intelligent of the native population. 

Egypt was very illiterate when the 
British took hold of the administration, 
and even now not more than six or 
seven per cent of the natives can read 
and write. The desire for learning is in- 
creasing, however, and the system of 
common schools which has been inaug- 
urated is being rapidly developed, There 
are now over ten thousand schools in 
the country, with something like twenty 
thousand teachers and perhaps a quarter 
of a million pupils. There gre a number 
of private schools, several normal 
schools and also schools devoted to 
special training. In the last few Years 
a system of technical education has been 
inaugurated, and the government now 
has model workshops at Boulac and 
Assiout. It has a school of agriculture 
here at Cairo, a school of engineering 
and schools of law and medicine. 


The Village Schools. 


An important movement has been the 
introduction of modern studies into the 
village schools belonging to the WMbo- 
hammedans. These were formerly, and 
are to some extent, now under the unl- 
versity of El-Azhar, They were con 
nected with the mosques and were 
taught by Mohammedan priests, They 
were supported by the people themselves, 
and also by a Mohammedan religious or- 
ganization known as the Wakf, which 
has an enormous endowment. There are 
something like ten thousand of these 
schools here and there over the lower 
part of the Nile valley, and they had 
an attendance of something like two 
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hundred thousand. They taught little 
more than the Arabic language, the 
Koran, and reading, writing and arith. 
metic. Lord Cromer wanted to bring 
these schools under the ministry OF 
public instruction and introduce our 
modern studies. He tried to force the 
teachers to come under him, but they 
refused. He then offered to gige every 
mosque school that would come in an 
appropriation of 50 cents for every boy 
and 75 cents for every girl, and this has 
apparently solved the problem. The vil- 
lage schools are rapidly adopting mod- 
ern methods. 

Already 6,000 of them are subject to 
the government, and within a short 
time they will all be under the imme- 
diate direction of its educational de- 
partment. At present it is necessary to 
handle them carefully and to make the 
religious studies among the most im- 
portant. Now the -half of each school 
day is set apart for the study of the 
Koran and the precepts of Islam, and 
I am told that such of the Mohamme- 
dan scholars as do well are more likely 
to get appointments under the gov- 
ernment than if they were Christians 
or Copts. 

Female Education.

Wo are apt to think that the only 
charity is Christian charity. I find that 
there is Mohammedan charity as well, 
and that many of the richer Moslems 
give money toward education and other 
such things. 1 have spoken of the en- 
dowment of the El-Azhar university, 
which is almost entirely of this nature, 
Some of the village schools are aided 
by native charity, as are also some 
high schools. In 1903 Mahmoud Sulei- 
man constructed, at his own cost, and 
endowed liberally, at Abou-Tig an in- 
dustrial school, in which are taught 
weaving, carpentry, blacksmithing and 
turning. That school has now ninety- 
two pupils, all of whom are receiving

pupils on his private estates, and there 
is a Mohammedan benevolent society 
at Alexandria which has raised $50,000 
for an industrial school there.

IS THE SALISBURY TABLET 
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Whitelaw Reid,

tablet which has been unveiled fin Salis- 


bury Cathedral by Whitelaw Reid, the 


American ambassador, in memory of tne 
victims of the terrible railway accident 
which more than a year ago resulted in 
the death of a dozen Americans is, In a 
sense, a tribute of brotherly love trom 
England to America. For, while it com- 
memorates the death of not only the 
American victims, but the Canadian and 
English as well, the fact remains that 
the larze majority of those whose lives 
were lost came from the United States. 

The memorial tablet is, in the main, 
composed of colored marble. Two white 
marble shafts enclose the _ inscription 
and, on either side a figure in relief of 
white marble represents an angle hold- 
ing a tablet of stone. The inscription, 
which covers the main surface of the 
memorial, reads: 

“This tablet was erected by the citi- 
gens of Salisbury, as a pledge of brothn- 

ly sympathy with the mourners in 

and, America and Canada in memory of 
those who lost their lives through an ac- 
cident on the railway within this city 
in the early morning of Sunday, July 
si 1906, and whose names are here re-

The special ex- 
press, bound from the steamer New 
York of the American Line at Plymouth 
to Waterloo Station, London, and car- 
rying many of the steamer’s passengers, 
jumped the track while going at tull 
speed and crashed into a milk train on 
a siding.

WORLD EXCHANGE SERVICE 
CONDUCTED BY UNCLE SAM 


. 
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The government's clearing house for 
official and scientific literature, known 
as the international exchange system, or 
the Smithsonian exchanges, during the 
fiscal year ending June 30 last, handled 
189,830 packages of books weighing al- 
| together 469,536 pounds, and distributed 
to all parts of the globe !,833 boxes of 
publications aggregating 330,000 pounds. 
Of the boxes, 265 contained full sets ol 
| Untted States government documents for 
_authorized depositories, and the balance 
consisted of departmental and other pub- 
|lications for miscellaneous correspond- 
‘ents. There appeared on the list of 
Smithsonian exchange correspondents at 
the close of the year 48,107 separate 
addresses. ee 
These figures furnish some idea of th 


‘large scope of operation of a system 


which, outside the scientific and academic 
world, is not generally known. 

Dr. Cyrus Adler, assistant secretary 
of the Smi#thscnian institution in charge 
of the library and exchanges, explained 
recently the purpose and work of this 
international literary clearing house. 

“The exchange service,” he said, ‘is 
almost as old as the institution itself. 
It was originally designed for the pur- 
pose of exchanging Smithsonian publica- 
tions for those of other learned socie- 
ties and faculties. Through the action 
of congress and through a treaty nego- 
tiated with various foreign countries to 
which many nations have since adhered, 
it has become an important international 
agency for the exchange of government- 
al, scientific and 
lat is devised to benefit the institutions 
in this country and abroad, serving as 
one of the most important means for 
carrying out the fundamental purpose of 
the institution, ‘the increase and diffu- 
sion of knowledge among men.’ 

“It ig through this system that the 
original documents, reports of scientific 
experiments, official transactions of s0- 
cieties, government publications and like 
productions are sent to the libraries and 
kindred institutéons of the world at a 
great saving of labor and expense. In- 
stead of each society, association or 
academy sending documents to a thou- 
sand others, a constant circulation is 
maintained through the medium of the 
Smithsonian institution, 

“The operation of an official exchange 
bureau of this sort gains the benefits 


( 


of centralized effort, when boxes and 
packages are properly stamped by the 
} Smithsonian institution and marked‘ in- 
ternational exchanges,’ customs inspec- 
tion is waived. For a long time many 
Steamship lines went go far as to pro- 
vide free transportation on all packages 
of Smithsonian exchanges. Further priv- 
ielges, such as the waiving of certain 
consular fees on bills of lading are en- 
joyed by the exchange system, making 
it altogether of great service not only to 
the government which supports it, but 
to its citizens as well. The government 
appropriation available for this service 
during the presem year is $32,000.”’ 

The idea of an international literary 
exchange system is not new. It was’ 
first permarentiy inaugurated seventy 
years ago by M. Alexandre Vattemare, 
of Paris. As early as 1694, however, the 
royal library of France, authorized by 
King Louis XIV, conducted an interna- 
tional exchange for several years, and 
the American academy of arts and sci- 
ences (founded in 1780), at the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century, traded 
their proceedings and transactions for 
those of foreign scientific societies. Mr. 
Vattemare's efforts began in 1832, when 
he succeeded in interesting many learnéd 
men of Europe in his plans. In 1839 he 
visited the United States and secured 
ithe indoresémtn of. many leading Amer- 
icans, among them Washington Irving, 
Jael R. Poinsett, then secretary of war; 
Gulian C. Verplanck and also the gov- 


literary publications. 


ernments of a number of cities. On his 
second visit to this country he was des- 
ignated as the agent of the library of 
congress to conduct the exchange sys< 
tem established between France and the 
United States. 

The najional institute of this country 
in 1840 set up a similar international 
exchange of natural history specimens. 

Although the Smithsonian exchange 
system had no direct connection witb 
those established between national gov- 
ernmments by Vattemare. it soon super- 
seded all other pians for international! 
exchanges. The institution was founded 
in 1846 “for the increase, and diffusion 
of knowledge among men.”. To further 
the second term of this bequest, the first 
volume of the Smithsonian publications, 
on the ancient monuments of the Mis- 
sissippi valley by Squier and Davis, was 
issved in 1848, and distrfuted in this 


country and abroad. 
The germs of the present exchange sys- 
: : pe 


> 


tem are evident in the words of the firs* 
Secretary, Joseph Henry, who wrote as 
early as 1852: 

“The worth and importance of the in- 
Stitution are not to be estimated by What 
it accumulates within the walls of its 
building, but by what it sends forth to 
the world. Its great mission is to facili- 
tate the use of all the implements of 
research, and to diffuse knowledge, which 
this use may develop. The Smithsonian 
publications are sent to some institutions 
abroad, and to the great majority o* 
those at home, without any return ex- 
cept, in some cases, that of cooperation 
in meterological and other observations. ’’ 

The growth of the system is shown 
in another quotation from Secretary 
Henry. This in 1854: 

“There is no port to which the Smith- 
sonian parcels are shipped where duties 
are charged on them—a certified invoice 
of contents by the secretary being suffi- 
cient to pass them through the custom 
house free of duty. On the other hand, 
all packages addressed to the instfution, 
arriving at the ports of the United 
States, are admitted, without detention, 
duty free. This system of exchange ‘is, 
therefore, the most extensive and effi- 
cient which has ever been established in 
any country.”’ 


Agencies had been formed in London 
and Leipsic, and the bureaus of the 
United States government took advan- 
tage of the service to distribute their 
technical pwblications to foreign Ilibra- 
ries and to collect similar reports in re- 
turn. Over twenty thousand such pack- 
ages were carried between 185! and 
1867. 

At this time, and, in facet, until 1881, 
the expenses of the service was borne 
entirely by the institution. Many vol- 
umes of congressional documents had 
been forwarded since !867 through the 
institution at the request of the national 
legislature, until the expense became 4 
drain hard to bear. In 1881 congress 
appropriated 63,000 partly to defray the 
cost of its share in the service: Since 
then, recognizing its .value more and 
more, congress has gradually increasec 
its appropriations. 

As now conducted, the rules for the 
control of the exchange service provide, 
in addition to the distribution of the 
United States government publicationsg 
to foreign libraries, for the distribution 
abroad of books, pamphelts, charts and 
other matter sent as donations or ex- 
changes from literary and scientific so- 
cieties or individuals to correspondents 
abroad, and involve no expense to the 
sender beyond that of delivery to the 
Smithsonian institution in Washington. 
No charge is made to.the receiver ex- 


cept in some instances the cost fo deliv- 
ery from the Smithsonian agent or cor- 
respondent nearest him. Similar mate- 
rial sent from abroad to this country is 
forwarded to the recipient without ex- 
pense to him, the packages having been 
delivered free of freight charges to the 
foreign agent or correspondent of the 
institution. 

The figures for the past year, quoted 
above, give an idea of the proportions 
to which the international exchange ser- 
vice has grown. Three paid agencies 
abroad are now maintained in oLndon, 
in Leipsic and in Budapest. The ship- 
ments sent abroad by the Smithsonian 
exchange service include practically 
every organized community in the world, 
from Iceland to South Africa. They are 
made in uniform packages or boxes, and 
shipments to smaller communities are 
sent whenever enough material hag ac- 
cumulated to warrant its transmission. 
To larger agencies the service is week- 
ly. To France last year went 153 boxes 
and 12,06! ‘packages, to Great Britain 
and Ireland 308 boxes and 20,123 pack- 
ages, and similar amounts to other large 
agencies, supplying in all nearly 60,000 
correspondents.

The exchange service is limited to vol- 
untary contributions from recognized so- 
cieties, institutions or faculties. ‘The 
United States does not undertake to 
ship. free of charge books purchased in 
different countries, nor gcientific appara- 
tus or instruments. The exchanges are 
still administered with the same ultimate 
purpose as at their inauguration—‘‘for 
the diffusion of knowledge among men.”

Restaurant for Young Women. 

A scene of bustle and activity with 
an underlying meaning of deep signifi- 
cance to the women of Atlanta who be- 
long to the large element of Atlanta’s 
women wage-earners is the daily lunch- 
eon at the Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation in the Emory-Steiner building 

To those Atlanta’ people who make 
their first visit there, the amount of 
active achievement which is now record- 
ed daily in the city association rooms 
must seem a marvel, especially in view 
of @ie association’s financial and menta! 
depression, only a few short months ago. 

It was even threatened in the early 
summer that the association, already in 
debt, must close its doors until fall, and 
deny its privileges to those several hun- 
dred girls whose daily work down town 
makes them dependent on its comfort. 

So insistent was their lament and 80 
enthusiastic the rally of the friends of 
the association to its encouragement and 
Support, that the work of the city rooms 
was reorganized with new heart, and 
has progressed so well that, with all the 
debts of the association paid, it has 
some money in bank. 

Better still, its work for the business 
women of Atlanta was uninterrupted, 
and during all the long hot days of the 
Summer monthg they enjoyed its rest 
rooms and its lunches, the Jatter sub- 
stantial and well prepared, but priced 
within the reach of the most economical 
purse. . 

During the past week, over two hun- 
dred have been the usual daily attend- 
ance at lunch, and the women who have 
taken the midday meal there are women 
from every fousiness and every profes- 
Sion, those most prominent and those 
who are novices in the practice of wage- 
earning. 

Women from out-of-town who are in 
the city for a day’s shopping find the 
Young Women’s'Christian Association a 
great boon to them, and Aflanta women 
whose dressmakers and rwhose shopping 
keep them from home at the dinner hour 
are occasional patrong of the Young 
Woman's Christian Association lunches, 
while the sprinkling of men who dine 
there are often accompanied by their 
whole families when their cook at home 
resign or is asked to resign. 

The value of the city association to the 
business women of Atlanta may be bet- 
ter appreciated when it is realized that 
it not only affords them satisfactory 
meals at a price which is nominal, and 
which could secure practically nothing 
at the awerage restaurant, but its sur- 
roundings are feminine and refined, and 
its rest rooms provide a feature of com- 
for whch is to be found nowhere else, 
and which obviate the necessity of the 
business woman spending her few min- 
utes of freedom at lunch time on the 
street or returning to kill her leisure 
moments at work. se

As will be seen by the above, the 
amount subscribed was $685; to this 
amount those subscribing were the 
members of the woman's commission, 
a number of-the colonels on GoVernor 
Terrell’s staff, several individual citi- 
zens of Atlanta and Savannah, while 
Mrs. Steele personally supplemented an 
amount necesgary to complete the ex- 
penses of the entertainment  under- 
taken. 3 

As is understood by those who were 
in any. way identified with the cere- 
monies Georgia day, the members of 
the woman’s commission were to have 
charge of a luncheon which was to be 
given in honor of President Roose- 
velt and Mrs. Roosevelt and the guests 
which were to be limited in number 
to 200. The woman’s commission was 
in no way responsible for any other 
entertainments which took place n the 


Georgia buildng on Georga day, though 
they assisted Hon. W. R. Joyner in re- 
ceiving the guests in the Georga 
building the afternoon of Georgia day. 

When the Georgia woman's commis- 
sion first met in the spring and as- 
Sumed the responsbility of the enter- 
tainment and asked what funds would 
be allowed them for the same, they 
were told that as much as $2,000 would | 
be forthcomng for the purpose, this 
amount to be realized through the sale! 
of the Georgia building upon which a 
real estate firm had asked an option, 
this firm bidding at that time upon a 
number of the exposition buildings, pre- 
sumably in course of erection. 

The difficulty of having building done 
on the grounds at the time did away 
with the possibilities of what seemed 
to be the really advantageous real es- 
tate deal and the woman's commission, 
meeting the latter part of May, found 
themselves with no funds, but the 
promised hostesses of a very distin- 
guished occasion. 

Nothing daunted, they assumed most 
graciously ‘the assessment imposed upon 
them by their chairman. Governor 
Terrell, speaking for a number of his 
colonels, assured them of a generous 
contribution from them, which was 
made. These amounts, supplemented 
by individual checks, made up the 
amount of $685 which would have been 
necessary: for the adequate entertain- 
ment of the 200 guests expected. 

But instead of the lunchegn preced- 
ing the general reception of Georgia 
day, as the ladies were told it would, 
the program was changed and a gen- 
eral reception in the Georgia buildia2@ 
was given at the hour named on in- 
vitations for the luncheon. The build- 
ing became crowded and it was impos- 
sible for many holding cards to the 
luncheon to enter the building, which 
should have been their privilege. 

The ladies of the commission, how- 
ever, made the best of the situation, 
and, with the aid of Mayor Joyner and 
a few others, made the occasion a suc- 
cess as far as it was in their power. 

Mrs. Steele desires it stated that the 
woman’s commission is in no way re- 
sponsible for any bills outlying for 
other expenses contracted incident to 
Georgia day. The $685 covers all ex- 
penses for invitations, eatables or 
wines contracted for or ordered by the 
Georgia woman's commission. 
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EVENTS OF INTEREST 
IN THE WOMAN'S WORLD 


The meeting here Thursday after- 
noon of the State Association of Grad- 
uate Nurses brought together thirty- 
eight of the most representative wom- 
en of a profession so closely akin to 
the medical profession as to be al- 
most a part of it—hence one of para- 
mount importance in the world of pfro- 


fessions. 
Mrs. W. C. Hartridge, president of the 
association, in reference to the organ- 


ization, said: 

“This very young society was called 
into existence not quite six months 
ago, because of conditions which could 
only be met and problems which could 
only be solved by the formation of 
such a society. 

“Ags soon as organized, the society 
set «itself at once to accomplish the 
first of the objects for which it was 
created—the procuring of state regis- 
tration for nurses. That this has been 
accomplished is the reason for this 
special meeting, and we are now in @ 
position to congratulate ourselves on 
not only having obtained our bill, but 
on having secured a good one, and 
one that we can be proud of in every 
way. 

“The bill is a most liberal one, in not 
requiring that all of the training of a 
candidate shall have been received in 
one institution, ‘also in placing the 
date after which all candidates for 
registration must be examined as late 
as June, !909. In this respect our laws 
are much more generous than those 
of a good many other states. 

Eligibility Discussed. 

“As we desired to give an abundance 
of time for those who were partially 
qualified and wished to add to their 
training and experience, in order to 
render themselves eligible for registra- 
tion, we have been most fortunate in 
that the bill was passed without any 
serious alterations or amendments 
which might have hampered us by de- 
feating in many ways the actual pur- 
pose for which legislation was sought; 
and we have also been most fortunate 
in having secured in so short a time 
legal status in this state. How for- 
tunate, can only be estimated by com- 
paring our success with that of other 
states where similar bills have been 
defeated yearly.” , 

“The association is growing in mem- 
bership each day,” said Mrs. Hart- 
ridge. Those eligible to membership 
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are nurses in good standing, residing 
or practicing in the state of Georgia, 
and having a diploma from a reputable 
training sclrool connected with a gen- 
eral or special hospital or infirmary, 
giving a course of two years or more 
prior to June, !908; or who have grad- 
uated from two or more hospitals or 
infirmaries of good standing, and hav- 
ing thus obtained the equivalent train- 
ing. 

The Atlanta Association of Grady- 
ate Nurses includes a membership of 
over a hundred, but many of these 
have not as yet joined the state asso- 
ciation, which has eighty-three mem- 
bers enrolled. 

Appeal to Southern Press. 


The members of the New Era Club 
of Louisiana have issued an open let- 
ter to the leading newspapers of the 
south, urging their cooperation in the 
matter of having women admitted to 
the medical department of Tulane uni- 
versity. They write: 

“Under the present policy of the 
board of administrators of Tulane uni- 
versity, women are not permitted to 
matriculate in the medical department. 
This attitude of the said board compels 
the women of Louisiana who wish to 
study medicine to enter the untvers!i- 
ties ‘or colleges of medicine of other 
states, or of Europe. This situation is 
deplorable from every point of view, 
and an effort is being made by the Era 
Club of New Orleans to change it. 

“It has been stated to the club by | 
President Craighead, of Tulane uni- 
versity, that if ten women would ap- 
ply for admission to the department of 
medicine, that the board of administra- 
tors would be asked to receive them. 

“Therefore, it was decided by the club 
that the leading papers of the south 
be asked to take up this matter ed- 
itorially and thus bring it to the no- 
tice of the women of the south. 

“As the facilities offered by the med- 
ical department of Tulane university 
are unexcelled, the club is convinced 
that, with the valuable assistance of 
the southern press, more than the 
requisite number of names will be se- 
cured. That will mean that a great 
step toward the furtherance of justice 
and the more perfect equalization of 
opportunity for our southern women 
will be made. 

“All women who wish to enter the 
medical profession are requested to 
communicate with Mrs. Grace Cham- 
berlain, president of the Era Club, No, 
2014 State street, New Orleans, La.” 
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at the First Baptist church, were added 
to the music faculty.

Fred Bales, a young farmer living 
on Horse «Lick, became so infatuated 
with the young widow moonshiner while 
visiting her @still, that he. became in- 
volved in a quarrel with the members 
of his family and practically deserted 
his wife and children. His wife, a 
member of one of the foremost fam- 
ilies of the county, was s80 worrled by 
her husband's conduct and was so hu- 
millated by the stories that were being 
circulated in the neighborhood, that 
she attempted to commit suicide by 
jumping from a cliff into Horse Lick 
river. She was rescued by netghbors, 
who saw her attempt. Indignation 
against. her husband and Mrs. Rose ran 
high in the community. 

About this time the latter was cap- 
tured by revenue officeds and brought 
here. Bales made several trips here to 
see Mrs. Rose, and worked hard itn her 
defense, while the scandal at his home 
preyed upon his wife’s thoughts untill 
She lost her reason and is now a ma- 
niac. The facts in the case have been 
revived by the announcement of Mrs. 
Rose's pardon, and are causing fresh 
comment upon her case, wit its many 
complications, President Roosevelt's 
pardon is being discussed considerably 
and has aroused some criticism from 
the political press.

Sigus of Long Life. 
(From The Philadelphia Record.) 

“In the medical world,’’ said a weli-known 
veteran doctor of Tioga yesterday, “it is a 
generally accepted fact that every person 
bears physica] indications of his prospects 
of a long or short life. A long-lived person 
may be distinguished from a short-lived per- 
s0n at sight. In many instances a physician 
may look at the hand of a patient and tell 
whether he or she will live or not. The pri- 
mary conditons of -longevity' are that the 
heart, lungs and digestive organs as well as 
the brain should be large. If these organs 
are large the trunk will be long and the 
limbs comparatively short. The person will 
appear tall in sitting and short in standing. 
The hand will have a long and somewhat 
heavy palm and short fingers. The brain will 
be deeply seated, ag shown by the orifice of 
the ear being low. The blue or brown hazel 
eye, as showing an intermission of tempera- 
ment, is a favorable indication. The nostrils, 
if large, open and free, indicate large iungs. 
A ptnched and half-clofed nostril indicates 
small or weak lungs. Theése are generous 
points of distinction, but, of course, subject 
to the usual individual exceptions.’’ 
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Origin of Word “Humbug.” 
(From The London Chronicle.) 
Among the many issues of base coin 
which, from time to time, were made in 
Ireland, there was none to be tom- 
pared in worthlessness io that made by 
James JI at the Dublin mint. It was 
composed of anything on whinh ta could 
lay his hands, such as lead, pewter, 
copper and brass, and so low was its in- 
trinsic value that 20 shillings of it was 
worth only two pence sterling. William 
IT!l, a few days after the baitle of the 
Boyne, ordered that the crown plece 
and half-crown shauld be taken as @ne 
penny, and one halfpenny, respectively. 
The soft, mixed metal of which that 
worthless. coin was composed was 
known among the Irish’as Uim bog, pro- 
nounced Oom bog, that is, soft oopper, 
Or worthless money; and in the course 
of their dealings the modern use of the 
word humbug took its rise, as in the 
Phrases, “That's a plece of uimbog.”’ 
“Don't think to pass off your uimbog on 
me.” Hence the word humbug came to 
be applied to anything that had a spe- 
cious appearance, but which was in 
reality spurious. It is curious to note 
that the very opposite of humbug, that 
is, false metal, is the word sierling, 
which is taken from a term applied to 
the true coinage of Grent Britain, as 
sterling coin, sterling worth, ete. This 
word came from the coinage of the Es- 
terlings—German -traders, who came from 
the ‘“‘east’’ of England, and in the reign 
of John first stamped pure coin tn Eng- 
land. And  thenceforward the name 
“sterling’ was applied to standard coin 

in England.

‘ Turnerville, in Georgia Blue Ridge—First 
of Its Kind in the State.

against tuberculosis, quickened to a 
keen and an intelligent interest by «he 
propaganda of recent years, wil] find 
gratification in the probability that tne 
first sanitarium in Georgia devoted ex- 
clusively to*the open air treatment of 
this dreaded disease will begin opera- 
tions near Turnerville in the late. au- 
tumn montha. 

Dr. W. C. Bryant, who practiced med- 
icine in middle Georgia and in Atlanta 
for several months, is the originator of 
the movement, and present indications 
are to the effect that his efforts’ will 
meet with success. He was at first de- 
cidedly adverse to discussing the pro- 
ject for publication, objecting that his 
plans were, as yet, In a formative stage, 
and that his business here and _  else- 
where had not given him the oppoertu- 
nity to approach the medical fraternity 
of the state on the subject. When re- 
mindeg of the intense public interest in 
the problem, evidenced by the attempt 
to secure an appropriation at tee last 
session of the general assembly for the 
establishment of a sanitarium for in- 
dis. nt consumptives, and other phases 
of tae moyement in Atlanta and else- 
where, he consented to give a tenta- 
tive summary of his plans.

Taking advantage of the absence 
in Europe of Asbury Churchwell Lati- 
mer, senator from South Carolina, 
several aspiring statesmen have made 
bold to announce their candidacies, 
and others have intimated that they 
are listening to the seductive voice 
cf solicitous friends urging them to 
run. 
Professor John G. Clinkscales is 
the first to announce definitely that 


sor Clinkscales is a man of vast 
learning and intellectual profundity. 
He is a member of the faculty of 
Wofford college. The emanations 
from such institutions as the Chicago 
university should not prejudice the 
pvblic against college professors in 
general. The present state of the 
body politic demands men of trained 
minds, and who knows but that the 
pendulum of public favor is about to 
swing from the men who “do” to the 
men who “think’? The calm, dispas- 
sionate judgment of men immured in 
college walls, far from the madding 
strife, may most appropriately be in- 
voked to save the country from 
egregious impulsiveness and  over- 
weening impetuosity. Professor Clink- 
scales sees the trend of affairs, he is 
anticipating the backward swing of 
the pendulum, he is discounting the 
turning of the tide. 

Professor Clinkscales {s described 
as aman of “pure character and 
pleasing personality.” That is the 
kind of man typical of the old order 
of southern statesmen. When we 
kt.ow that he is, moreover, “a speaker 
of great ability and a lecturer who is 
in demand throughout the state,” the 
analogy is complete.

Editor Constitution: The passing by the 
recent legislature of Georgia of a bill re- 
stricting suffrage calls attention to the con- 
servatism of the state. Georgia has seldom 
been rash in legislation. To the voice of 
agitation she listens long before taking ac~- 
tion. In very important matters only after 
mature -reflection and deliberation does she 
decide upon her course. Her policies, there- 
fofe are almost always of the nature of trans- 
formation rather than of reform, the results 
of revolution of sentiment and of regeneration 
of the political entity. In the matter of suf- 
frage she has given to the problem such 
complete consideration and has finally acted 
with such unanimity as practically to disarm 
criticism. : 

The question now arises: Will this step 
have any decided effect upon the destiny of 
the south? Will it redound to the benefit of 
the nation in determining her internal policies 
and in extending her influence in inter- 
national affairs? Georgia has long been a 
leader’ in the south. When in 1861 she se- 
ceded from the union the confederacy was 
assured. Then as in this later matter her sis- 
ters had preordained their policy, but it re- 
quired Georgia’s step to determine the course 
of the section. No one can depict the con- 
sequences of that act and of the subsequent 
struggle. One résult, however, has had an 
effect throughout an era of our country’s 
career and is deeply felt at the present time. 

Before the war of secession southern men 
were most conspicuous in the affairs of the 
nation. To the student of history this seems 
but natural. Throughout the ages of the past 
men reared in southern lands have occupied 
the proscenium in the wortd’s great drama. 
‘Tis marvelous to note how many of the

In the absence of harmony between 
the scientific guardians of our phys- 
ical and moral well-being, the aver- 
age, untaught layman is apt to adopt 
the classic phrase of Mr. Harriman 
and inquire anxiously, “Where do l 
stand?”

Dr. Tidswell followed with a merci- 
less excoriation of the cigarette, 
which he charged with the ruin of 
hundreds of thousands of people. He 
bad barely taken his seat before Dr. 
Drury was on his feet, assuming the 
role of champion of Prince Nicotine 
and claiming that tobacco smoke was 
the deadly foe of many germs, in- 
cluding even those of tuberculosis.

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RAILROAD DENIES REPORT. 


Georgia Road Officials State That 
Reduced Rates Were Not Refused.

Oyster Shortcake. 

There is no more unique and delicious way 
of preparing oysters than the following, says 
the Delineator for September. 

Make a soft, smooth shortcake dough with 
baking powder, using milk instead of water. 
Bake in thinner layers than you would for 
the regular fruit shortcake, and split and 
utter generously as soon as baked. While 
the cake is baking scald the liquor that you 
have drained from a quart of oysters, and in 
another saucepan heat a cupful of milk and 
half a cupful of cream. Just as this mixture 
begins to boil add a tablespoonful of butter 
and a tablespoonful of flour that have previ- 
ously been rubbed together, and stir until it 
becomes smoot?. and thick. Now turn to the 
scalding oyster liquor, and, having skimmed 
it carefully add a tablespoonful of butter, 
some salt usa pepper, and, finally, the oys- 
ters. Let 2 ¥. stay but a few minutes only; 
then reme™ them; place the two layers to- 
gether, one m top of the other, and pour the

Heavy Liquidation in Steel Stocks 
the Feature of the Day in Wall 
Street — Railroad List Mod- 
erately Affected by the 
Metal Depression. 


New York, September 14.—The disordered 
‘conditions in the metal market was the domi- 
nating influence again in the stock market 
and defeated any tendency toward improve- 
ment prompted by other considerations. The 
distinction was marked between the railroad 
list and the metal industrials, the former 
being moderately affected by the depression 
on the fatter and showing some disposition 
to rally at the last. The feature of the 
‘day’sday’s market was the heavy liquidation 
in the United States Steel stocks, both classes 
falling to new low levels for the year, the 
common stock stelling at 87% and the pre- 
ferred at 90%. Evidently the specuative as- 
sumption was that the conditions that have 
overcome the copper trade might develop in 
the iron and satel trade. No news was forth- 
coming to indicate any, fresh changes in the 
iron and steel trade. An effect was felt 
from the publication of a report from Pitts- 
burg that the producers of iron had de- 
termined to meet any falling off in demand 
with a curtilment of production. Reports that 
the United Metal Company, the selling 
agency of the Amalgamated Copper Company, 
had icut its prices of electrolytic copper to 
163g was an effective factor in the hands of 
the bear party. The principal product of the 
Amalgamated Copper Company is not lake, 
but electrolytic copper. The copper stocks 
were not so actively depressed as yesterday, 
neither Amaigamated Copper nor American 
Smelting selling at yesterday's low figures. 
iSentiment continued very despondent, how- 
ever, over the copper situation. 

The bank statement did not reflect the ex- 
pected gain in cash, but the changes in the 
averages oi the different items were small, in 
spite of general transactions concluding dur- 
ing the week and confidence Was unimpaired 
of the growing improvement of the money 
situation. Payment was made today of the

ciation Declares That Cotton Crop Should 


: Be Marketed Slowly. 


President M. L. Johnson, of 
Georgia division, Southern Cotton As- 
sociation, has issued the following in- 
teresting and important statement to 
cotton planters, business men, bank- 
ers and allied interests throughout the 
state: 

“To Cotton Growers, Merchants, 
Bankors and Allied Interests: The 
minimum price of cotton has been fix- 
ed at 16 cents, both by the Southern 
Cotton Association and the Farmers’ 
Union, with nothing to divide us. Let’s 
have our price. 


“The south’s opportunity for financial | 


freedom is at hand as never before. 


The farmers are situated, as a rule, | 


where they can command the value ,of 
their cotton. 

“It cannot be denied that there i- 
'no profit to the grower in cotton un- 
der {0 cents. His profit will not be 
much at 15 cents. 


“Consideration of the present cost of | 


the elements which entér into the mak- 
‘ing of a crop of cotton, will at once 
‘make apparent the small pittance go- 
ing to the farmer. 

“There is no question as to the abil- 
ity of growers, merchants and bank- 
ers, combined, to handle this season’s 
cotton crop. at a profit to themselves 
‘and in a manner that will conduce to 
the upbuilding of the south. They can 
do it if they will. It is not contended 
‘that any one should hold his cotton to 
the injury of his creditor, but every 
one knows that at present prices, $50 
per bale can be advanced by merchant 
or banker, and the debt thus canceled. 
This would put our ¢otton money into 
circulation, protect our credit, and the 
cotton can still be held until the mills 
and the buyers are ready to pay our 
minimum price of 15 cents, which it is 
unquestionably worth. 
| “Except in 1905, with the efforts of 
organizations combined, we have 
| never gotten as much acreage reduc- 
em as we should have had, but the 


results of our efforts have, in my

The appeal is to every mer- 
chant to press no man where he can 
possibly avoid it, but to cooperate to 
relieve the indebtedness and get (5 
cents for the staple. The appeal is to 
the banker, who forms the last link 
‘n the chain, to cooperate both with 
the merchant and the farmer and see 
to it that not a bale of the south’s 
great product is sold at less than 15 
cents. We must get rid of debt and 
establish our independence, and in this 
we.must have the cooperation of mer- 
chants and bankers. 

“Cotton growers should remember 
that the fight of their lives is at hand. 
The New York cotton exchange has 
revised its system of gambling, and 
made it still more seductive. Let’s have 
none of it. Let’s repeat last year’s ex- 
perience, and market our crop with 
spot cotton 2 to 3 cents above futures. 

“Above all things, the crop should 
be marketed slowly. It should be sold 
| only to meet immediate demands—no 
'more. Now is the time for us to get 
‘our price. The mills need and want 
our cotton, and by slow marketing 
they can get it only at our price. This 
is the only method that will bring our 
price, and to this end I now ask the 
aid and assistance of every Georgian 
of whatever faith or order or organiza- 
tion. The farmers of Gcorgia know 
that I have never deceived them, and

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Painting by the Acre. 
(From London  Tit-Bits.) 

Under ordinary circumstances the ships of 
the largest and most carefully+managed 
lines are painted at the end of every voyage, 
Every time a Cunarder, for instance, arrives 
in port she is repainted. This is no light 
task, for every inch of the vessel's outside 
area above the water line—sides, deck works 
and funnels—from stem co stern is carefully 
gone over by an army of painters. The 
area thus covered is avout two and a haif 
acres. 

Curiously enough, the funnels are regard- 
ed as the most important item of the whole 
undertaking, as these great pipes are sus- 
ceptible to injury and must be carefully 
handied. On no account is any hammering 
or pounding allowed, and the men work 
from stagings suspended from a rail on the 
top of the mouth of the huge funnel. The 
old paint and dirt are carefully scraped and 
scaled off before the actual painting be- 
gins. 

There are now 120 large passenger ships 
constantly crossing the Atlantic. Assuming 
that the average area of each ship is two 
and a quarter acres, and that each vessel is 
painted, say, ten times in one season, we 
have an area to be covered with paint of 
2.700 acres every year. Such a job, requir- 
ing the services of nearly 100 men working 
steadily, would cost about £500,000. Al- 
though this seems an immense sum to spend 
upon paint alone, ft is essential to keep the 
vessels in spick-and-span condition.

Interesting Figures Are Furnished 
by Abstract of the Report of the 
Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission — Over a Million 
‘Persons on Pay Rolls

Washington, September 14.—The inter- 
state commerce commission has made 
public an abstract of its nineteenth an- 
nual statistical report, covering the year 
ending June 30, 1906, showing the par 
value of railway capital outstanding was 
$14,570,421,478, or $67,936 per mile of the 
railways in the United States. Of this 
over 33 per cent paid no dividends. 

Of the railways stock outstanding $2,- 
257,175,799 was owned by railway cor- 
porations, and of railway bonds %864!,- 
305,030 were so reported. The aggregate 
Bross earnings from the aperated mile- 
age Of 222,340 miles of lines were $2.325,- 
765,167, being $243,282,761 greater than 
in 1905. Their operating expenses were 
$1,536,877,271, or $146,275,119 more than 
in 1906. 

The net earnings aggregate $788,887,- 
896, an increage of $9,207,844. 

Deducting the fixed and other charges, 
the report says $385,186,328 is the net 
income for the year available for divi- 
dends or surplus. .There were 977,507,- 
638 passengers carried, an increase of 
over 60,000,000, and 1!,641,374,219 tons of 
freight carried, an increase of over «<v2,- 
000,000. 

The report shows 10,618 persons killed 
and 97,706 injured. 

There was a total of 1,521,355 persons 
on the payroll. 

The report shows that one passenger 
was killed for every 2,227,041 carried, 
While in 1905 one was killed for every 
1,375,856. One person was injured for 
every 74,276, as against one in every 
70,655 in 1905.

‘McGinnis and 
his helper, McGilson, -were working in 
the glazing mill and McGinnis was wed 
timg powder run from a drum into kegs. 
~ McGilson was wheeling a truck a 
hundred yards away. Suddenly there was 
a flash and McGilson was blown into 
the air and carried more than 100 feet 
before he alighted. When he was picked 
up, McGtlson Was unconscious and later 
it was found his mind was a_ blank. 
Parts of McGinnis’ body were found near 
the mill.

FUR YANKEE SHIPS 


hitish Fuel For Batlship 
Ordered to Pacific 


AMERICAN SUPPLY IS SHORT 


And Agents for Large Mining Com- 
panies Say They Won’t Present 
Bids—The Navy Department 
Says It Will Get All 
Coal Needed. 


New York, September !14—The situa- 
tion with regard to the proposals is- 
sued by the bureau of equipment of 
the navy department for supplying 
coal for the battleship fleet on its 
voyage to the Pacific has assumed 
rather interesting shape here by the 
statements of several agents of the 
larger coal mining concerns that they 
would not present bids. Their reasons 
are that they have not the necessary 
quantity of coal on hand aside from 
the quantity demanded by private con- 
tracts already entered into. 

The companies claim that they have 
no reserve stocks on hand amounting 
to anything, and that the labor situa- 
tion is such that they cannot inerease 
their mining capacity. The coal, it 
was stated, can be obtained in Eng- 
land, if it is necessary to go there, 
but the prices will be undoubtedly 
what might be classed as “fancy.” 

Statement by Metcalf. 


Washington, September 14.—If coal 
mining companies Kave decided not to 
present bids for the contract of fur- 
nishing coal to take the Atlantic ficet 
to the Pacific coast, this purpose of 
the companies has not been communi- 
cated to Secretary Metcalf, according 
to a statement he made today. The 
secretary said that the department 
will have no difficulty in getting all 


that if it is necessary to go to Eng- 
land for it, the price will be less than 
would have to be paid in the United 
States. 

Admiral Cowles, the chief of the 
bureau of equipment, says he has no 
apprehension that the navy department 
Will be unable to obtain all the coal 
needed for the fleet. Some of the coal 
already is pledged by the companies 
through which'the usual supply is ob- 
tained.

Bertin, September 14.—Major Parseval’s 
dirigible balloon was virtually placed at the 
disposal of the public today at Tegel, near 
here, by the company which Constructed it, in 
Order that experimental voyages may be 
made to show the progréss reached in the 
building of airships. About a dozen ascents 
were made successfully during the day. Each 
time the airship carried one passenger in 
addition to the aeronaut in charge and the 
engineers. Minister of War Von Einem and 
other leading military officers and ministers 
enjoyed voyages in the air, during which 
every pos8ible maneuver was carried out 
with precision.

Under 
this rule the challenging yacht would 
have a much better chance of lifting the 
cup, and the race would be in all fee 
spects fairer, as the deed of gift of the 
cup provides that the challenging yacht 
must cross the ocean for the competi- 
ton. Under the old measurement rule 
the yacht built to defend the cup couid 
be purely a racing mazhine that after 
the races would go to the junk heap and 
that could not stand the strain of a long 
ocean trip.

AN ELECTRIC BULB FOR BAIT.

In a deep lake-on Pauline mountain, in 

southern Crook county, Oregon, is a spe- 
cles of pea-§reen colored chub that is so 
timid that no one has been able to snare 
them with a fly or spoon, and they will 
not touch bait of any kind on a hook. 
The record has just been broken in thi¢ 
regard iby Judge J. W. Robinson, of 
Olympia, who by the use of an electric 
fly and tackle caught a large basket of 
these rare fish. 
_ Judge Robinson, accompanied by O. P. 
Burrows, of Hoquiam; James Burrows. 
of Nebraska, and W. L. Adams, of Ho- 
quiam, has just returned from a wagon 
tour of central Oregon, the object of 
which trip was health and recreation. 
The judge and O. P. Burrows are expert 
fishermen, and after years of piscatoria] 
contest in Washington lakes and streams 
had not been abi. , reach a definite set- 
tlement as to sup€iority of skill and in- 
genuity. When they encountered the shy 
and pea green chub of Pauline lake the 
question was forever settled and the 
medal award to Judge Robinson. 

Judge Robinson’s method was novel, 
and probably never had been tried before 
in Oregon waters. He designed and per- 
fected it a year ago while trolling in a 
lake in the Olympic mountains, After 
much correspondence with a firm of 
tackle makers he succeeded in having 
made a lon gsilken-bound line containing 
two threadlike copper wires and so pliant 
that it could be handled on an ordinary 
copper reel. At the end of the line he 
fastened a small spoon, about 6 inches 
above ‘which he attached to the leader a 
miniature incandescent electric’ light 
bulb. 

When he went to central Oregon he 
carried one of these outfits, unknown ‘0 
his rival Burrows. They heard about the 
wonderful pea-green chubs of Paulina 
lake after they arrived at the mountain, 
and both had secretly determined to take 
a few nice specimens from the depths of 
the lake. The better part of a day, 
morning and evening, was spent by both. 
but Mr. Burrows came away without 
having a nibble or a strike.
